In  ordcr  to  make  geometrical  draftsof  cluthes.it  is  first  cf  all  nccesrsary  to  have  a  Standard 
nieasiirement,  taken  on  the  body  which  is  to  be  clothcd,  and  according  to  which  Standard  the 
varioiis  dimensions  of  lenj;th  and  breadth  are  formed  in  advance.  These  distances  are 
expressed  in  fignres  on  the  draft,  and  are  called  mathematic  Standpoints,  as  is  shown  on  the 
annexed  pages  2  and  3,  and  also  upon  cvery  sample  cut. 

We  gel  the  best  and  most  utilizing  measure  by  dividing  the  one  half  brcast-measure  into 
24  parts.  The  breast-measurc  is  the  siircst  and  most  positive  as  a  Standard,  because  its  cxtcnt 
dues  not  as  in  othcr  widths — dcpend  merely  upon  the  leanness  or  stoutness  of  a  body. 

The  breast-measure  is  divided  into  24  parts,  for  the  reajon,  that  a  perfectly  built  man 
fuUy  developed,  measures. exactly  24  Systems  one  half  breast-measure.  The  parts  of  all  other 
breast-measnres  or  Standards,  however,  are  either  smaller  or  larger,  and  therefore  cannot  be 
called  inch-measure,  but  are  called  in  contradistinction  "  rcduction-syslem,"  which  is  not  to  be 
confounded  with  the  true  inch-measurc;  therefore  you  may  find  in  the  annexed  "  Reduction- 
Systeni  "  on  pages  2  and  3,  all  the  Standards  for  the  various  32  body  sizes,  from  the  tenderest 
boy  up  to  the  strengest  man,  namely  from  19  to  50  reduction-system  one-half  breast-measure, 
which  is  shown  by  the  more  conspicuously  printed  figures  19  to  50  on  both  sides  of  the  reduc- 
tion  System. 

Nüw,  if  you  take  a  small  Standard  for  the  purposc  of  drawing  a  cut,  it  follows  naturally, 
that  the  entire  cut  will  be  smaller;  when  you  use  a  large  Standard,  the  contrary  will  be  the 
resuit;  you  should  mostly  follow  the  above-mentioned  System  of  breast-measure.  If  you,  for 
instance,  draw  the  cut  with  the  breast-measure  Standard  of  a  stout  man,  it  will  be  larger,  but 
the  same  form  and  shape  will  remain,  notwithstanding  the  fact,  that  the  corpulence  of  a  stout 
man  is  essentially  different  from  that  of  a  proportionately  formed  medium  sizcd  man. 

It  follows  eflfectively  from  what  was  said  above,  that  the  setting  up  of  one  Single  cut,  as 
shown  on  tables  2  and  3,  is  not  and  cannot  answer  the  purpose,  in  cases  where  the  pattern,  not 
only  needs  siilBcient  extent  for  every  waist,  but  also  where  the  body  requires  a  corresponding 
form.  In  breast-measure,  the  waist  will  suit  in  length  according  to  .System  for  an  ordinary 
person  only,  but  in  ca.se  of  a  stout  man,  or  one  who  is  tall  ond  slender,  the  waist  cannot  be  in 
length  according  to  System,  but  must  nece.ssarily  be  according  to  inch-mcasure.

F  )•  aiv  fijf.ire  ta'ce  fu-mly  unJer  thj  arm^  in  a  horizontal  line  around  the  upperbodv 
abovc  the  waist-coat,  permitting  the  ehest  ncilher  to  pull  in  nor  to  push  out.  The  inch-measure 
which  by  the  way,must  be  sufficiently  solid  so  as  not  bend — should,  in  applying  same  to  breast- 
measurenients,  be  neither  too  loose  nor  too  tight;  care  should  also  be  taken,  that  it  should 
suflicieiitly  embrace  the  strongest  part  of  the  .Shoulder. biades;  for,  if,  through  carelessness  it  be 
allowed  to  come  too  deep  down,  the  breast-measure  will  turn  out  too  small,  which  is  just  as 
disadvantageous  for  the  entire  pattern  as  when  taten  too  largely. 

As  known,  the  onehalf  breast-measure  is  divided  into  24  parts  by  the  reductionsvstem,

süid  it  forms  the  real  Standard  of  ,cuttinjr  für  the  draftiny  of  ilie  pattern.  But  if  llie  Standard 
bc  incorrect,  naturally  the  pattern  must  be  wrong.  The  niinutely  and  fully  executcd  reduction- 
.Ij'siem  is  added  to  this  book.  While  applying  the  breast-measure,  you  must  never  allow  the 
pcrson  to  remove  his  arjus  and  elbows  from  his  b(jdy,  or  to  raise  them  upwards  horizontally 
for  in  such  casethe  flesh  of  the  body  will  pull  upwards — especially  if  it  be  a  fat  person — and  the 
measure  will  become  too  small;  the  more  so,  as  the  muscles  of  the  ehest,  by  the  raising  of  the 
arms,  particularly  if  such  be  in  a  backwards  direction,  pull  up  tootightly  and  thereby  become 
flat. 

You  also  get  a  too  small  breast-measure,  if,  while  applying  the  measure,  the  person  directs 
his  face  downward  to  look  at  the  measurement;  for  thereby,  the  fiesh  on  the  back  becomes 
stretched,  and  the  ehest  turns  in.  While  having  his  measure  ta^^en,  a  person  should  be  in  his 
usual  and  natural  attitude,  hold  his  head  straiefht,  but  most  possibly  unconstrained. 

"  TlTC  tiTeast-measure  must  be  taken  correctly,  even  when  the  gannent  is  not  to  fit  tightly, 
or  is  to  be  exceptionally  comfcjrtable ;  for  wlierever  an  addition  be  necessary  in  such  cases,  it  is 
a  separate  and  different  matter  and  will  be  more  fully  explained  latej  on. 

For  garments  (overcoats)  take  the  breast-measure  on  the  coat,  fit  it  tightly,  and  mark 
same  in  the  measure  book  close  below  the  usual  breast-measure,  viz:  24-48;  for  the  selection  of 
the  Standard,  however,  only  the  measure  taken  on  the  waist-coat,  is  absolute.  The  mode  of 
procedure  in  ciftting  over-garments,  especially  so  on  very  tlviek  underwear,  will  be  specifically 
dwellt  upon  at  a  latcr  stage.

Newiy    Invented    Franco-American    System    of    Drafting.      Method    of 
Cutting  Simplified  and  Improved. 

BacU-Part  No.  1,  for  an  Ordinary  Krock-Coat. 

For  this  purpose,  besides  the  Standard  of  any  number  of  the  Reduction-System,  we  also 
need  a  square,  pencil  and  a  sheet  of  paper,  upon  which  latter  the  draft  is  to  be  executed;  it 
is  also  advisable  to  experiment  in  chalk  drafts   on  the  table. 

We  first  dravv  the  angular  line,  which  at  No.  t  is  marked  (a)  onits  upper  corner.  Now 
we  apply  our  measure  at  the  corner  (a),  and  we  measure  vertically  down  5 — 8 — 12 — 22 — 24  and 
56,  that  is,  we  put  down  just  as  many  parts  of  the  Standard  below  (a)  and  mark  each  time  one 
point.  So  we  found  the  necssary  so-called  points  of  length.  But  as  the  Standard  only  reaches 
tili  24,  we  must  nalurally  add  to  it  the  missing  parts. 

From  the  six  points  of  length  draw  horizontal  straight  lines,  by  aid  of  the  square,  to  the 
left.  We  now  ajjain,  take  the  measure  into  our  hands,  and  measure  from  (a)  three  and  one-half 
Standard  parts,  and  makea  point.  From  point  5  we  take  10;  from  point  8,  we  take  9J  in  waist- 
length,  twice  the  point  tyi  for  the  breadth  of  the  lower  part  of  the  coat,  and  one-half  to  the 
right  and  left,  and  in  this  manner  we  have  established  all  points  of  width. 

Here  in  this  place,  the  previously  noted  case  may  arise,  that  for  the  purpose  of  niore 
fully  executing  the  back-parts,  we  may  need  several  more  so-called  auxiliary  lines  and  auxiliary 
points.  Wedraw  a  small  line  upwards  from  the  top  part  of  the  point  ^/i  and  set  1  part  upon 
it.  Furthermore  we  draw  a  diagonal  curved  line  from  point  ^yi  downwardsto  point  2^,  and  on 
on  the  length  of  this  line  we  put  the  noted  two  parts  near  the  shoulder-blades  to  the  side-seam. 
From  point  i  to  10  you  may  also  dravv  an  auxiliary  line — in  the  centre  of  which  there  is  one-half 
part  of  the  Standard  to  curve  the  shoulder-seam.  For  the  breadth  of  the  upper  hook  as  back- 
skirt,  we  take  about  i^  parts. 

Now,  we  have  sufiicient  points,  from  which  we  can  easily  dravv  the  back  part  according 
to  the  naked  eye-mcasure  alone.  by  simply  drawing  the  pencil  from  one  point  to  the  other  after 
the  fashion,  and  taking  care  to  obtain  a  tasteful  form  of  the  Shoulder  and  side-seam.  After 
practicing  this  several  times  one  will  easily  become  familiär  vvith  this  process. 

As  to  the  lower  part  of  the  just  executed  back,  the  back  skirt  has  been  noted  to  be  in 
medium  length;  but  it  must  be  established  only  acoording  to  the  size,  notably  to  make  it 
correspond  with  the  measure  of  length  taken  of  the  waist.  The  waist  below  is  drawn  i  part 
broader  than  abovc,  apply  to  it  in  back  a  hook  of  ij  to  2J  parts  breadth,  and  the  same  quantity 
to  hook  of  skirt-plead,  as  is  generally  the  case  wiih  modern  men's  coats. 

In  the  same  simple  fashion  we  dravv  the 

Coat  fore^part  on  page  S, 

The  main  angular  line  begins  again  at  point  (a).  We  put  the  measure  down  on  the  line, 
and  we  measure  the  distances  3 — 4 — 8 — 13 — 22^---25i —  and  26^;  this  gives  us  all  necessary 
points  of  length,  from  which  we  can  draw  straight  lines  to  all  points,  except  the  point  26,  which 
only  indicates  the  place,  where  the  side-seam  of  the  fore-part  touches  the  main  angular  line. 

Now,  we  indicate,  by  aid  of  the  same  Standard,  all  points  of  width:  14  above  from  (a)  to 
the  Shoulder  of  the  fore  part,  after  that  20^  more;  on  the  next  line:  5  and  19;  on  third  line:  4* 
and  22;  on  the  fourth:  i — 5:} — 10  and  23,  and  so  on  further  down  i — 6\  and  24. 

Now,  we  have  all  points  of  width  of  the  fore-part,  and  only  at  the  Shoulder  seam  it 
remains  necessary  to  draw  the  auxiliary  line  from  point  14  to  the  other  Shoulder  upon  which 
we  mark  ^  part  for  rounding  the  Shoulder  seam,  as  an  auxiliary  line.  At  the  lovvest  point 
of  width  20,  and  for  the  depthof  neck  online  4,  from  the  Shoulder  edge  14  to  1 9. V  remains  hollovv. 

Other  auxiliary  points  are  not  needed,  and  just  draw  the  fore  part  to  a  finish,  taking  heed 
to  tastefully  shape  and  round  off  neck,  side  seam  and  sleeves.     This  fore  part  is  single-breasted.

Tlie  DoLible-Seam  Coat-Sleeve 

is  of  a  very  rieh  and  tastefiü  form.  The  sleeve  is  also  drafied  by  aid  o£  the  Barne  Standard  and 
the  same  ahape,  as  we  have  previoUbly  seen.  The  form  of  the  lower  part  of  the  sleeve,  from 
the  clbow  upwards  in  denoted  by  punctuated  lines,  for  upwards  it  is  always  narrower  than  the 
Upper  part  of  the  sleeve,  which  must  always  be  pushed  in  at  the  curve.  In  putting  in  the  sleeve, 
the  back  seam  is  in  thecentre  of  the  back  part  on  the  arm-hole,  the  other  seam  is  on  the  out- 
ward centre  of  the  arm-hole  itself,  which  is  to  be  measured  from  the  former. 

The  arm-length  of  children,  though  of  the  same  size  is  very  different;  therefore  this 
length  must  always  be  made  to  correspond  to  the  meaaure  of  the  respective  man  or  boy,  in 
cases  where  the  drafi — which  always  indicates  tho  cjrrect  proportion— does  not  fully  agree  with 
it,  The  front  width  of  the  sleeve, — which  always  depends  upon  the  fashion  of  the  season— may 
also  be  corre.'^pondingly  changed. 

The  greatest  advantage  of  the  previously  prescribed  method  of  drafting,  lies,  as  above 
stated,  particularly  in  the  fact,  that  thereby  cvery  model  which  is  contained  in  this  volume, 
may  be  taken  as  a  basis  or  foundation  of  not  only  one  but  of  more,  and  various  breast-measures, 
as  you  may  clearly  sce. 

For,  if  for  instance,  coats  Nos.  i  to  5  should  be  drafted  for  a  somewhat  ftronger  man,  in 
such  case,  simply  use  the  corresponding  standard-meaburement  of  the  reduction-system  for  the 
perfection  of  the  draft,  and  so  on  in  every  other  case.  The  cut  will  always  of  itself  receive  the 
correct  size  and  form.  The  same  is  the  case  in  somewhat  weaker  breast-measures.  The  draft, 
in  a  Word,  embraces  all  persons,  from  the  smallest  to  the  largest  sizes. 

Little  deviations  may  be  required,  in  case  of  persons  of  exceptional  size,  being  of  more 
or  less  slender  built,  in  reference  to  the  length  of  the  back,  in  such  case,  hold  strictly 
to  the  measure  taken  on  the  person,  by  conforming  with  it  the  length  of  the  seam  of  the  back 
from  the  top  of  the  back  to  the  waist,  so  also  the  back-width  of  the  cut,  etc.  The  measure 
taken,  must  always  be  consulted  in  cutting. 

Tables  numbers  one  to  six,  do  not  necessitate  a  more  specific  elucidation,  and  we  may 
proceed  to  the  other  modeis,  all  of  which  may  be  adapted  to  the  above  explained  method  of 
drafting  to  procure  any  desired  natural  size  of  any  probable  breast-measure,  and  also  for  that  of 
boys  and  girls  in  the  second  sub-division. 

It  is  to  be  remarked,  however,  that  only  garments  in  reference  to  the  upper  body,  as 
coats,  jackets,  blouses  and  overcoats  of  all  sorts  as  well  as  waist-coats,  maybe  drafted  according 
to  the  Standard  of  the  breast-measure;  trousers,  however,  cannot  be  made  after  the  ordinary 
reduction-system,  but  by  inch  measure. 

To  each  table-draft  are  added  certain  explanations  in  the  form  of  headings,  which  will 
facilitate  the  exact  and  correct  understanding,  as  the  Student  can  easily  see  the  drafts  on  every 
page  thereby  making  all  time-consuming  reference  unnecessary. 

In  regard  to  the  external  form  and  ornamentation  of  the  individual  modeis,  however,  we 
must  always  agree  with  the  prevailing  fashion  and  the  specific  taste  of  the  customer,  and  the 
within  noted  various  foundation  modeis  may  be  easily  made  to  conform  to  every  change  of 
fashion  and  the  teachings  of  this  book  may  always  be  advantageously  utilized.

For  this  purpose,  besides  the  Standard  of  any  number  of  the  Reduction-System,  we  also 
need  a  Square,  pencil  and  a  sheet  of  paper,  upon  which  latter  the  draft  is  to  be  executed;  it 
is  also  advisable  to  experiment  in  chalk  drafts   on  the  table. 

We  first  draw  th';  angular  line,  which  at  No.  i  is  marked  (a)  on  its  upper  corner,  Now 
we  apply  cur  measiire  at  the  corner  (a),  and  we  measure  vertically  down  4J — 9^ — 23 — 39  and 
56,  that  is,  we  put  down  just  as  many  parts  of  the  Standard  below  (a)  and  mark  each  time  one 
point.  So  we  found  the  necssary  so-called  points  of  length.  But  as  the  Standard  only  reaches 
tili  24,  we  must  nalurally  add  to  it  the  missing  parts. 

From  the  five  points  of  length  draw  horizontal  straight  lines,  by  aid  of  the  Square,  to  the 
left.  We  now  again,  take  the  measure  into  our  hands,  and  measure  from  (a)  three  and  one-half 
Standard  parts,  and  makea  point.  From  point  4^  we  take  loj;  from  point  9+,  we  take  10  in  waist- 
length,and  in  this  manner  we  have  established  all  points  of  width. 

Here  in  this  place,  the  previously  noted  case  may  arise,  that  for  the  purpose  of  more 
fully  executing  the  back-parts,  we  may  need  several  more  so-called  auxiliary  lines  and  auxiliary 
points.  We  draw  a  small  line  upwards  from  the  top  part  of  the  point  i  and  set  one  part  upon 
it.  Furthermore  we  draw  a  diagonal  curved  line  from  point  10 — 23  downwards  to  point  3,  and  on 
on  the  length  of  this  line  we  put  the  noted  two  parts  near  the  shoulder-blades  to  the  side-seam. 
From  point  i  to  io>4  you  may  also  draw  an  auxiliary  line  in  the  centre  of  which  there  is  one-half 
part  of  the  Standard  to  curve  the  shoulder-seam. 

The  main  angular  line  begins  again  at  point  (a).  We  put  the  measure  down  on  the  line, 
and  we  measure  the  di.stances  1^-3-4— io'^-i2;/i-2i^23— 29— 38  and  40;  this  gives  us  all 
necessary  points  of  length,  from  which  we  can  draw  straight  lines  to  all  points. 

Now,  we  indicate,  by  aid  of  the  same  Standard,  all  points  of  width:  2  above  from  (a)  to 
the  Shoulder  of  the  fore  part,  after  that  13—21  more;  on  the  next  line:  5.J ;  on  third  line:  5  on 
fourth:  16^ — 22 — 18  and  23,  and  so  on  further  down.
